Thej hare deied the 
adrioe of Kentnokj, and sneered at her in | 
lerrst, and eon^ratulalrd ibemsslrss Ikai 
thejsoiild drsf; Ksntuckj out of the Onion, 
and thrust the war upon her soil to brinf 
blood and desolation to her homes and f rs- 
sides, whilst they would be oafs at horns 
Bo necessary is the Mississippi to Ksnttseky, 
that she co'ild hardly, in early timeo, rest 
contented in the Union without it; now shC| 
is coolly robbed of it by a people pretending 
to be her friruds, whom ehe hns defended 
and cherished fur a quarter of a century 
In addition, is the groat crime at the bot- 
tom of this iusanitj — the orims af robbing 
Kentucky of her country, that ehe appre 
eiates at its ineetimablsralus, wbloh they, in 
their insaniir, intend to destroy it- They 
fire us no allernatirs, but to lost all we 
ralue in the Union, or submit to their

profit, we don't see. Csriainly they bars 
done all a pesple eould to awaken our re 
ssnUuenl, iaslsad of sur syrapatky. Until 
tkey restore our rights, whioh Iksy kars 
taken away, we ougkt to out off all inter 
course of trade with them. Assuming a 
siau of war, they not only personally refuse 
to pay debts due to Kentucky, but their 
bogus Goremments forbid psymenl; and 
yet men get into nn sgony if reetrietiona 
are placed on trade at this point. 

We do not know if this order of Ute Oov- 
emment is oonstilutlonal; tkat is not s 
question for ui to decide. An Administra. 
lion certainly bae power (o enforce the laws ' 
of the United States, and the law prorides <k - 
troops to do it; and the ProHident oaa use it a 
ordinary means of war to do it; and iht Con- 
stitution prorides for his rosponoibilitj to 
tbs Senaio of the United States. Our own 
opinion is, that these means are not adsptod 
to the end. They weaken one side as muok 
as the other, but Kentuoky owes it to ker- 
sslf to stop trade with a people whe treat 
her a^ an alien eaeuiy, whea she hM done ' 
them no harm. j
